A special mesting ot the Wainw 
ana District Chamber of Commerce 
and Agriculture was held in the Le- 
gion Canteen on Thursday evening last 
to meet and hear Mr. D. F. Marilett, 
Regional Representative for Alberta 
and Saskatchewan of the - Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Following the luncheon, the Chair- 
man John Davidson, opened the méet- 
ing. Before the commencement of Mr. 
Mafilett’s address a few matters, of 
‘business were looked after, which ‘in 
cluded an invitation by Mr. Tesky to 
all to attend the discussion on the 
County System which was slated to 


‘take place under the auspices of the 


Home and School Association at the 
Public School Auditorium on Wednes- 
day October 26th tonight). 


The Treasurer, Mr. Turner, was then. 


called’ upon and gave a report of the 
finances of the Chamber. The report 
indicated that a total of $2,434.00 had 
been turned in from the carnival after 
the dance orchestra and cash prizes had 
deen paid. 

(Later net proceeds of the carnival 

have been figured at around $857.00). 

The chairman said that in view of 
the weatherand crop conditions he felt 
that the returns were very good. He 
thanked all members who had worked, 
and said ‘that he felt that the Carni- 
val had. been well worth While. The 
funs 80 raised would provide a nice 
backlog of finance with which to pro- 
vide for a winter of good hockey. 

He then proceeded to introduce Mr. 
Marilett. ° 

Mr. Marlett, in opening hie remarks 
said that this was his first meeting 
with the Wainwright Chamber, and 
expressed his pleasure at being pres- 
ent. He said that the Canadian Cham- 
ber in interested in every 
Board of Trade and Chamber of Com- 
merce in Canada, and though it was 
impossible to meet each one every year 
they would be contacted as often as 
possible. He sald he was glad to meet 
the various businessmen in the differ~ 
ent communities, and pass on to them 
the observations made during these 
trips around. 

He said that the slogan adopted for 
the annual meeting at Banff: ‘“'Com- 
munity Building for the National Good” 
emphasized that if communities aré 
going ahead it all adds up to a pro- 
gressive country as a whole. 

He then went on to state that the 
size of the community was necessarily 
@ measure of its progressiveness nor 
the progressiveness of its Chamber of 
Commerce. Out of 675 Chambers in 
Canada associated with the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce he said that 
500 were located in towns of 5,00 or less. 
The important thing is not the size of 
the town, but the fact that these ham- 
bers were making the communities in 
which they worked better :places to 
live in. 


He then made reference briefly to 
the history of Boards of Trade, saying 
that the first in Canada was established 
at Halifax in 1750, just 200 years ago. 
Now there were 300 Chamber in Al- 
berta, 

He said that the Canadian Chamber 
has come into being following the last | 
war, when it was felt that the efforts 
of the many bodies throughout Can- 
ada should be brought together to 
give their efforts added weight. 

' He said that the purpose of the Can- 

adian Chamber was not to direct the 
efforts of individual ‘Chambers. Each 
local organization was familiar with 
what was required in its territory, it 
was however, to channel the thoughts 
of these organizations into a concen- 
tration which he felt would make the 
agociated Chambers one of' the most 
powerful organizations for progress in 
Canada. 

He eaid that in his travels he haw 
been impressed with the fact that 
where you found a progressive town 
you usually fround an up-and-coming 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Speaking of Chamber organization, 
he said that the success of such a body 
depended to a great extent on leader- 
ship and organization. Stressing the 
fact that great care should be taken 
in the selection of committee, he point- 
ed out that chairmen of committee were 
specially imporant, as the whole suc- 
cess of the committee depended on their 
activeness. | . 

He also mentioned the wisdom of 
laying all ideas before the executive 
committee before taking action. Thus, 
he said, the danger of' precipitate and 
unstudied action on matters brought 
up on from floor at regular meetings 
‘would be to'a great extent averted. 

The Chamber, if it is to serve the 
community to its utmost, should work 
with other organizations in the area, 
particularly the council, he suggested. 

While the original Boards of Trade 
were organized primarily for the bene- 
fit of the businessment of the coni- 
munity, the scope of the Chambers of 
Commerce had been expanded over the 
years until now it was vitally interest- 
ed in anything that would benefit the 
communinty.. 

He then made reference to the four 
main type of activity in which the 


- Chamber might engage. These were:

Mrs. Villet in an able and thrilling 
manner led us from the simple start of 
the W.M.S. until ite magnitude of the 
present day. In 1870 Mrs. Crosby, wife 
of the great Thomas Crosby of Port 
Timpson adherents of the former Meth 
odist Church, took upon herself ihe 
task of caring for little homeless chil- 
dren. She called upon her friends in 
Basterh Canada to send clothing to 
help oUt, the response was spontan- 
eous and in 1880 the first Auxiliary 
was formed with Dr, Lutherland pre- 
siding in the Methodist Centenary 
Church of Hamilton Ontario. The wo- 
men were given full authority to make 
their own money and spend it as, they 
wished. That first year $200.00 was 
raised and all of it sent to the Crosby's 
at Port Timpson. In 1881 the first Dom 
inion Bard was formed and by 1888 
$15,000, were raised and by 1926 half a 
million was raised with a membership 
of 61000. Their motto was “Not By 
Night, but By My Spirit Saith The 
Lora”. ’ 

In 1864 the Presbyterians formed 
their first Missionary Society and in 
1876 they formed their first foretgn 
Missionary Society. They sent men 
missionaries to India but soon the plea 
came back to the church (that they 
must have women missionaries, and a 
women's foreign missionary society 
was formed, Presbyterians sent ~ the 
great Pringles to the Gold Coast and 


|there they saw the need of Christian 


nurses, Almost at once two nurses were 
sent and they lived there under very 


|} trying circumstances, but it was only 


a short time before Dr. Pringle mod 
estly sent word back that they had 
done more for Christ in two months 
than they had done in a year preach- 
ing. A hospital was soon built there 
and in 1914 the Presbyterians and the 
Methodists saw the wisdem of Union. 
They took for their motto “The World 
for Christ”. The congregational church 
saw the great need for Medical work 
and four women were sent to Mani- 
toba, very soon a doctor and a nurse 
were sent and the next year a dentist 
was added and thus was started their 
great system of travelling Clinics all 
in the name of Christ. Their motto 
was “Whatsoever He Saith Unto You 
— Do It.” 

In 1925 at Bloor Street Church Tor- | 
onto, the great consumation of union 
with these three churches took place 
and thus was formed the United 
Church of Canada. They took for their 
motto for union “The world for Christ 
singing the great hymn, The Churchos 
one Foundation is Jesus Christ her 
Lerd.” 

In suming up Mrs. Villet said that we 
had 11 hospitals of our own and 22 that 
we helped to support, a large com- 
munity centre in the densely populated 
part of Vancouver, work carried on in 
Victoria with 7000 Japanese belonging 
to the United Church and many other 
great enterprizes. One million dollars 
had been raised by the women last 
year.

It might easily be, like in 
previous wars, that 40,000 tanks built before 1950 would be 
little better than obsolete in 1951. We are told that Britain had 
thousands of tanks at D-day that were useless on the field of 
battle. She loaded hundreds of them on big scows and used 
them as auxiliary artillery to lay down barrages when ‘the 
landing were being made on the Normandy coast. Britain led 
the world in aircraft engineering then and admittedly is doing 
it again in the matter of jet propulsion at the ‘present time. 
Britain’s destroyer and escort -services were the best in the 
war, while United States excelled in her heavy battle wagons 
and aircraft carriers. No one power seemed to have everything 
supreme. Russia had her artillery and rockets, and Germany 
her 88s . . . and all but got away with her flying missles.

In the game period 
it has more than doubled its average 
weekly earnings—from an pverall av- 
erage of $20.14 in 1989 to $43.37 in’ 1950. 
It hardly seems that there shoulg be 
much complaint over such progress. 


Still, it might be argued that 


a sharp disproportion that such dram- 
atic gains do not yet put them on an 
even footing. Let's look at that phase 

of the-argumént. Remember that for, 
fewer work hours the worker’s average 
wage has gone up in ten years 116 per 
cent. Of course profits have gone up 
too. Between 1939 and 1947; the last 
record available, they were up 109 per 


‘cent, not as much as labor’s gains but 


still not bad. There is this difference 
however, The worker got all his 115 
per cent gain. Management began by 
applying almost half of its gain against 
taxes. Then, still out of its share, it had 
to provde for those wage gains of la- 
bor, for shorter hours and pensions and 
other benefits.

Characteristics. Of ‘Aluminum

chip or crack and is not affecteq by 
sudden changes in temperature. ; 

Most utensils of aluminum are stamp 
ed. The exceptional—skillets and pros- 
sure pans—are usually of the cast 
‘metal. Cast.aluminum contains from 
six to eight percent alloy. The finest 
castings contain some magnesium. Cast 
aluminum .fs More porous, ‘less dense 
than the ‘stamped metal. 


Aluminum is light in weight, weigh-’ 


ing only about one-third as much as 
‘copper, iron d tin. Aluminum uten- 
sils‘ are accordingly easier to handle 
and-save.the energy of the homemaker. 
They are comparatively low in initial 
cost ang ‘with ordinary care will last a 
‘lifetime, 


As a rule,:-aluminum pote and ‘pans 
are easily cleaned. This is in part due 
to the fact that foods do not readily 
stick to aluminum.,: Certain minerals 
‘found in hari water and free alkalies 
present in strong soaps will cause alu- 
‘minum to darken, but the original 
color :may be restored by ‘boiling a 
weak vinegar solution in ‘the ‘pan.

Have Your Seed 
Grain Cleaned Now 


When harvest is over farmers can 
take time to make plans for next year’s 
crop. One important consideration is 
the seed that will be used. With frost 
damage in many areas this year, it is 
more important han usual that pro- 
vision be made as soon 4s possible for 
clean seed that will grow. 

J.B. Birdsall, Supervisor of Crop 
Improvement, reminds us that every 
year facilities for cleaning seed grain 
are taxed to capacity in March, April 
and May. Portable units, the new large 
central cleaning plants, and all other 
cleaning facilities find it difficult or 
impossible to cope with the demand for 
Cleaning at that time of year. As a re- 
sult many farmefs use seed that is not 
cleaned or is not well cleaned. If seed 
cleaning coulq be disributed through- 
out the period from October to April 
or May many benefits would result. 
Operators would be able to give more 
attention to individual lots» and bad 
roads at any period would not be so 
serious a matter. The total quantity 
cleaned woula be greatly increased, 
thereby lowering the cost per bushel 
for cleaning, and the quantity of 
weedy seed used would be reduced. 

Get your seed grain cleaned or buy 
the seed you are going to neeq now, 
trges Mr. Birdsall. It will save you 
worry and expense next spring. It may 
mean some rearrangement of granary 
space but it will be worth the effort. 
Farmers in districts where large cen- 
tral cleaning plants are established 
should be especially interested in do- 
ing this,'and in getting their neigh- 
bours to do likewise. They will benefit 
as individuals and as shareholders n 
their cleaning plant. If cleaning can be 
more uniformly distributed throughout 
the fall and winter months thousands 
of bushels of better geod will be planted 
next spring.

Our Korean Debt 


The collapse of Communist resist- 
ance in Korea gave many a feeling of 
history repeating itself in miniature. 

It halted a little war that was far off

similar remote news items in the 30e— 
the fear that grew with the onset of the 
Second World War and ended only five 
years ago when Germany and Japan

In between, there were a number of 
occasions when we felt ourselves ii - 
debted to a relatively small number of 
men who kept the war at a safe dis- 
tance from our own homes. 

There was the nondescript fleet wf 
tugboats, pleasure boats and fishing 
craft that snatched an army from its 
doom at Dunkerque, The historic “few” 
of the Royal Air Force, Canadian.

efforts to overwhelm Britain a few 
months later, ; 

We remember the 8th Army, small 
in comparison: to the massive formna- 
tions of the later Battle of Europe, who 
turned back the Germans and Italians 
in Libya when victory seemed remote.

Report 
to the Peonle 


As I drove along the road this after- 
noon and watched field after field of 
cut grain standing in the stook and 
perhaps a greater number o fields of 
uncut grain lying twisted and tangled, 
my mind travelled back to a few short 
months ago when the so-called experts 
were busy in many parts of our prair- 
jes figuring out the killings the farm- 
ers were making, with so little effort 
expended in the process. Just ‘sow te | 
grain in the Spring and harvest it! 
when it is ripe. Then haul it to the el- 
evator, pick up the grain cheques and 
presto—the farmers are all rich and 
ready to sit around again until seeding 
time rolls around next Spring. Who 
wouldn’t be a farmer when such a nice 
rosy picture can be painted. In reality 
this picture is painted in the clouds 
and we must get down to earth before 
we can commence to farm. In reality, 
the experts should wake up and go to 
sleep in earnest. 


s 


In some sections of the prairies, the 
Spring of 1950 was the driest in the 
past forty years. In other sections more 
normal conditions prevailed, whlie ‘n 
parts Manitoba large areas of culti- 
vated land were completely under 
water for weeks—some of it being too 
wet to sow in time to grow a crop. As 
in many other years crop prospects im- 
proved almost miraculously with the 
result that in early August it was fore- 
cast that 1950 would be one of the 
bumper crop years of all time, The 
Bureau of Statistics estimating the 
wheat yield at around 544 million bush- 
els, other grain yields were estimated 
at a high level also. Farmers were in a 
generally happy mood and many pur- 
chased high-priceg harvesting mach- 
inery with the very good intention of 
doing all in their power to get the 
grain harvested just as soon as it was 
ready. Then things began to happen. 
First of all came the threat of a rail- 
way strike because certain railway 
workers were not satisfied with hours 
of labour, working conditions and fin- 
ancial returns. Although negotiations 
had been carried on for fourteen 
months by the railway management 
and labour leaders, no _ satisfactory 
settlement was arriveqd at and the 
strike became effective on August 22 
and lasted for nine days. It was term- 
inated by special legislation passed by

ye Luxury Barns 
For Prairie Cows 


SASKATOON — The cows may soon 
have cafeteria lounges, and parlors— 
and save Saskatchéwan dairy farmers 
money. 

University of Saskatchewan officials 
are considering construction of a new 
kind of barn to give animals all the 
comforts of home. 

Dean V. E. Graham of the agricuifure 
department at the college says a test 
building may soon. be put on the cam- 
pus for experiments almed at better 
efficiency in the dairy industry. Re- 
quiring no concrete foundation, ‘the 
barn woulg comprise large posts set in 
the ground, with roof on top and sid- 
ing nailed on. 

Hay would be fed “cafeteria” style 
into the hay storage and much hand 
labor in feeding will be avoided. 

The barn itself woulg be of the “loun 
ging” type, the cows being free to 
roam about as they please between 
milkings instead of being held in stan- 
chions, 

The milking “parlor” would be a 
raised platform with milking machines, 

Dr. Graham said barns of this type 
‘|have been used successfully in the 
United States and, to a limited extent, 
in Canada. They permit greater mech- 
anization and lower dairying costs. 

Plans call for joint financing of the 
52-by-78-foot barn by the Saskatche- 
wan Co-operative Creamery Associa- 
tion, the Dairy. Pool, the Saskatchewan 
Department of Agriculture and the un- 
iversity.

With the new slim-hipped look ro 
popular this season, it is doubly impor- 
tant that home-sewers know how to 
insert zippers correctly to minimize 
bulk. The narrow line is so well esta- 
blished that some foundation manufac- 
turers have moved the zippers in fou - 
dation garments slightly to the back. 
And many of the smartest current px - 
terns are also showing zippers in ‘he 
back, to allow for peg-topped, sliver- 
slim skirts. 

Zippers are not difficult to insert if 
you carefully follow the step-by-step 
instructions included in each slide 
fastener package..And here are a fow 
tips from local sewing center experts 
to help you develop the easiest ad 
quickest method. 

The seam where the zipper is to be 


secure top of fastener and it is best to 
ease them into, facing or waistband. 
Reinforce stitching at bottom of plack- 
et to avoid unnecessary strain.
